ORDNANCE AND THE WORLD WAR. 
General Crozier’s Defense of His Work. 

Major Gen. William Crozier’s volume, “Ordnance and 
the World War,” to which he gives the sub-title, ““A Con- 
tribution to the History of American Preparedness,” is 
at once a brief history of the Ordnance Department of 
the U.S. Army, a lengthy and detailed presentation of his 
side of the machine gun controversy, a defense of his 
field artillery program, and an appeal to the citizens of 
the United States to take a greater interest in the ques- 
tion of national defense. General Crozier has performed 
a valuable service to the country in general in writing 
this book, for it presents a mass of material relating to 
the much discussed, abused and misrepresented question 
of the Ordnance Department in relation to the World 
War that cannot be found in any other one volume. 

The first seventy-t’ ree pages of the text are devoted to 
a history of the Ordnance Department, the embarrass- 
ments the department always had struggled under in the 
way of limited appropriations for years before we went 
into the war, its limited facilities in the way of trained 
personnel, the legal restrictions hampering its expansion, 
the enormous expansion required by war conditions, and 
the manner in which the problem of procuring rifles was 
handled. All these events look familiar to the Service as 
a whole, are set down with simplicity, directness and ac- 
curacy of statement, in which rancor or bitterness of 
spirit towards his many unfair critics of that unhappy 
time are wholly absent. The middle section of text, pages 
74 to 203, is devoted entirely to a chapter entitled “Ma- 
chine Guns,” in the course of which is reviewed the Lewis 
machine gun controversy, the material being taken from 
the testimony given at the Senate investigation of this 
whole matter in 1917 and printed in the ARMy AND 
Navy JourNAL while the investigation was in progress. 
General Crozier’s statement as to the offer by Col. I. N. 
— of his famous machine gun to the Government 
reads: 

“It appears from this testimony [that given before the 
Senate Committee on Military Affairs] and the preceding 
narrative (page 79) that when the Lewis gun was first 
officially offered to the Government for test it was offered 
with a string to it, that the test should not be of the 
kind to which military inventions are usually subjected 
by the agencies maintained by the Government for the 
purpose, but should be of a particular kind, by another 
ageney, proposed by the commercial company presenting 
the gun. The Board of Ordnance and Fortification, a 
statutory board for considering and testing inventions, 
composed of the Chief of Staff, an officer of Engineers, an 
officer of Ordnance, three officers of Artillery and a civil- 
ian, did not turn the gun down in the absence of General 
Wood as testified by Colonel Lewis, but offered a test in 
which the usual procedure would be followed, and which 
would include the kind of test which those presenting the 
gun desired. The proceedings of the board setting forth 
this action were signed by General Wood as the presiding 
officer when they were taken.” 

General Crozier follows the progress of the efforts of 
Colonel Lewis and others in the Service and out of it to 
have the gun tested, giving documentary evidence under 
dates in 1912 and onward. Speaking of Colonel Lewis's 
retirement and his going abroad to look after the manu- 
facture of his gun, General Crozier writes: “It is evident 
that he did not retire and go abroad because of refusal to 
consider and test his gun, but in order that he might 
command all of his time to exploit it for profit, while 
under pension by his Government.” He also quotes Gen- 
eral Wood’s confirmation of Colonel Lewis’s offer of his 
gun, and adds this comment: “The offer referred to could 
not have been anything more than a statement of inten- 
tion. which was not carried out, for it was not made in 
writing, was not followed by any piece of writing nor by 
any other act which would make the offer binding, and 
when the subject was presented to the Board of Ordnance 
and Fortification it was by a commercial company, as a 
commercial matter, with no mention of any concession to 
the Government by reason of the gun having been in- 
vented by an officer of the Army. Neither Colonel Lewis 
nor General Wood ever said anything to the Chief of 
Ordnance or the Board of Ordnance and Fortification 
about a free offer of the gun, although General Wood 
afterward took part in the proceedings of the board, as 
president, in considering the gun.” In this section of the 
text is the letter written by Capt. T. N. Gimperling. 34th 
Inf., U.S.A., and three other officers to the editor of the 
ArMy AND Navy JourNAL in December, 1916, as the 
best medium for acquainting the Services and the public 
with their work, regarding tests of machine guns made 
by the officers. The letter was submitted to General 
Crozier for transmission to this paper, but he did not 
forward it for reasons not stated. 

In the remaining four chapters of the work General 
Crozier discusses “Field Artillery,” “Smokeless Powder,” 
“Responsibility,” and gives his conclusions as to where 
the fault lies for the ordnance situation at the beginning 
of the war, how such a situation may be remedied in the 
future, and what the average citizen of the United 
States ought to do to accept his share of the real re- 
sponsibility for an adequate system of national defense. 
If General Crozier’s volume has any effect on the average 
American in this matter it will be well worth its writing 
alone. The book is published by Charles Scribner’s 
Sons, New York. 
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Year's ArMy SALVAGE $33,000,000. 

Reports from the Salvage Division, Quartermaster 
Corps, to the War Department show that during the 
fiscal year 1920 more than $33,000,000 was saved to the 
Government.

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WORLD WAR LITERATURE IN N.Y. LIBRARY. 

Officers and men of the Army and Navy while in New 
York city should visit the central building of the New 
York Public Library, Forty-second street and Fifth ave- 
nue, and see the written and pictorial records of the 
World War. The collection comprises books and periodi- 
cals, maps, pictures, photographs and posters of a re- 
markable variety and interest. The life and color im- 
parted to this war collection by these pictorial records 
make it more than a dull, official history of the war. Of 
purely war books the total probably is more than 17,000 
titles, exclusive of official documents or serials. There are 
about 5,000 pamphlets and about 4,500 separate volumes 
classified under European War, 1914-18, as a subdivision 
of European history. Under special headings, such as 
naval history, aeroplanes, dipiomatic history, interna- 
tional law, there are about 6,SV00 additional titles. Much 
interest in the collection has been taken by officers and 
men of the Regular Army. 

In connection with the library’s policy to acquire divi- 
sional, regimental and company histories of American 
units letters were sent to commanding officers of divisions 
formed during the war asking that they assist the library 
in discovering and obtaining such histories. General 
Pershing sent a set of maps showing the operations of 
American divisions on the western front, with the loca- 
tion of each division every day from the time of its ar- 
rival in France until the signing of the armistice. It was 
prepared at G.H.Q. under the direction of Lieutenant 
Colonel Price. Major Gen. R. L. Bullard, commander of 
the Kastern Department, has requested division ofticers 
ander his command to forward such material as they have 
to the library. Major Gen. Commandant J. A. Lejeune, 
U.S.M.C., has also furnished valuable information. 
Through the assistance of otticers, non-commissioned offi- 
cers and privates now in the Service more than seventy 
divisional and regimental histories have come to the l- 
brary as gifts. What are probably the best maps of the 
front lines are contained in the French maps, which show 
the Allied and German lines, trenches, barbed wires, ete. 
These came to the library as a gift from the French Min- 
istry of War and Col. S. T. Mackall, of the U.S. Military 
Intelligence Division. The ‘Istituto Geografico Militare 
sent the library twenty-two maps on various scales show- 
ing the Italian and Austrian front. T'wo of the most 
popular exhibitions ever held in the library were those of 
the war posters and the war photographs, the latter made 
overseas by the Signal Corps, U.S.A. The public dis- 
played much interest in these exhibitions. Men in uni- 
form formed a large part of the total number of visitors. 
Beginning in August, 1914, the library requested its 
agents in this and in foreign countries to forward all 
posters on the war which they could obtain. The collec- 
tion numbers at present over 3,000, and is still growing. 
‘These include works by Russian, French, English, Cana- 
dian, Australian, East Indian, Chinese, Philipine, Brazil- 
ian, Polish, Slovakian, Dutch, Swiss, Italian and German 
artists. 
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RECENT PUBLICATIONS. 

England in France, by Charles Vince, illustrated by 
Sydney R. Jones (E. P. Dutton and Co.: New York). 
The author and the illustrator both served in the 59th 
Division of the British army in the World War, the lat- 
ter with the Royal Engineers. The first part of the book 
is given over to descriptions and drawings of scenes in 
England and also in Ireland, where the writer’s and illus- 
trator’s organization served in the Irish rebellion of 1916 
before proceeding to France. There are also drawings of 
places and scenes where the 59th Division served, ac- 
companied by entertaining descriptions of these, many of 
which were occupied by English troops hundreds of years 
ago, when they fought with French forces, and whose 
operations in those days are recited historically and com- 
pared with the fighting and general conditions which took 
place in the same places in the World War. 

The American Annual Golf Guide and Year Book for 
1920, edited by W. H. Follett (Golf Illustrated: New 
York). The book is well named, for it is an excellent 
guide for those who love the “royal and ancient” game 
who seek information concerning the various links in all 
states in the country where golf is played. Compiled 
from official sources, and accompanied by maps and by 
illustrations of many of the best known golf players in 
the United States, it contains full data concerning the 
clubs and various courses; the American championships 
and international championships played, togethér with 
the names of the winners; the U.S. Golf Associations in 
this country and in Canada, as well as miscellaneous golf 
clubs elsewhere; rules of the game and much other infor- 
mation which golfers desire. 

Motion Study for the Handicapped, by Frank B. Gil- 
breth and Lillian Moller Gilbreth (KE. P. Dutton and Co.: 
New York). That military and industrial cripples can be 
made a valuable economic asset by proper training is the 
contention of the authors. The time-and-distance moving 
picture and the animated diagram are the two outstand- 
ing methods of teaching and study which have recently 
been brought to perfection for this purpose. The results 
obtained and the remarkable improvements which can be 
made in efficiency through motion study, by cripples, are 
set forth in the work, which thoroughly explains the sys- 
tem, which explanation is largely aided by many illustra- 
tions. Frank B. Gilbreth, who served as a major of U.S. 
Engineers in the World War, is the inventor of some of 
the most important devices used in the study of motion 
for the benefit of cripples. 

The Adventures «f Dunsterforce, by Major Gen. L. C. 
Dunsterville, C.B., C.S.I. (Longmans, Green and Co.: 
New York). One of the plans of Germany to attain 
world domination included a scheme to absorb Asia 
Minor and to penetrate into further Asia by way of the 
Berlin-Bagdad railway, but war having been declared be- 
tween Great Britain and Germany, and Bagdad having 
been captured by the British in March, 1917, and the 
prospect of its recapture by the Turks regarded as re- 
mote, Germany’s plan to enter Asia was necessarily re- 
cast, and provided for the movement, Berlin-Baku-Bag- 
dad. The Russian breakdown of 1917 gave the Germans 
and Turks their chance and they moved toward Batoum, 
Baku and Tiflis, threatening British interests. Great 
Britain decided to send a mission to Tiflis with the ob- 
ject of reorganizing the broken units of Russian, Georgian 
and Armenian soldiery, and restoring the battle line 
against Turkish invasion. General Dunsterville was

placed in command of the mission, which left Bagdad in 
January, 1917, but never reached its objective. In_ his 
work he tells of his endeavors to reach Tiflis, of his diffi- 
culties with the Persian government, which favored the 
Germans and Turks, of engagements with Turkish forces, 
of the treachery his party encountered from Persians, 
Russians and others, of achievements which prove to 
be of great value to the Allied cause, and of the ultimate 
forced withdrawal of his force from Baku due, in part, 
to the lack of fighting spirit among the Armenians, which, 
General Dunsterville says, was not based entirely on 
cowardice but on an utter inability to understand any- 
thing about warfare and its needs. 


ArMy SurcEON ConpEMNs “TRAINING Down.” 

In an article on “Training Down.” in the August num- 
ber of The Military Surgeon, Col. Robert M. Culler, 
Med. Corps, U.S.A.. asserts that the training down 
process, “consisting of fatiguing and exhausting exer- 
cises, unpleasant restrictions in the matter of food and 
drink and the suppression of normal human desires in 
general” is a mistaken one, and injures rather than bene- 
fits the individual. He adds: “I believe that productive 
manual labor might be the salvation of many worn out, 
inadequate brain workers could they be persuaded to 
undertake it.” 
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REcorD OF THE 10TH U.S. Cavarry. 

Following the reference in our issue of July 31 to the 
celebration of the fifty-fourth anniversary of the organ- 
ization of the 10th U.S. Cavalry, which took place at 
Fort Huachuca, Ariz., headquarters of the regiment, on 
July 28, Capt. J. F. Reynolds Scott, who is attached to 
the 10th, sends us historical data relating to the regi- 
ment, Following the act of Congress approved July 28, 
1866; authorizing the organization of the regiment, Lieut. 
Gen. W. T. Sherman, U.S.A., issued an order designating 
Fort Leavenworth, Kas., as its headquarters and ren- 
dezvous. Its “baptism of blood’? took place on Aug. 1, 
1867, while engaged in protecting construction crews of 
the Kansas Pacitic Railway at Saline, Kas., when hos- 
tile Cheyennes attacked the “brunettes.” Another en- 
gagement with Indians was fought twenty days later 
at Fort Hayes, Kas. During 1867-68 the regiment took 
part in Major Gen. P. H. Sheridan’s winter campaign 
ugainst Black Kettle’s band of Cheyennes. One of the 
most noted actions of the 10th took place on Sept. 19, 
1868, when two troops made a long, forced ride to an 
island in the Republican river, in Kansas, where Col. J. 
H. Forsyth and a number of troops were surrounded by 
hostile Cheyennes and on the point of extermination 
when the colored Cavalrymen arrived. It was in this 
fight that Lieut. F. H. Beecher, 3d U.S. Inf., a nephew 
of Henry Ward Beecher, the noted divine, was killed. 
On Oct. 14 of the same year Capt. L. H. Carpenter, com- 
manding Troop H, fought an engagement with Indians 
at Beaver Creek, 1.T., for which the officers and men 
received the thanks of General Sheridan and Captain 
Carpenter was breveted colonel and received the Con- 
gressional Medal of Honor. In 1869 the 10th moved 
its headquarters to Camp Wichita, L.'., where they built 
a post which afterward became Fort Sill. From this 
point many detachments were sent out to break up bands 
of hostile Indians and many engagements followed. In 
1874 four troops defended Fort Sill against a most de- 
termined attack of Kiowa Indians. ‘lhe regiment was 
also in General Sheridan’s 1874-75 campaign against the 
Kiowas and Comanches, taking part in the fights at 
Elk Creek, Fort Marion and elsewhere. In 1875 the 
regiment did duty in Texas and the Indian ‘Territory 
and in 1876 several troops crossed into Mexico as part 
of a column commanded by Lieut. Col. W. R. Shatter, 
24th Inf., Troop B making a march of 110 miles in 
twenty-four hours, surprising a band of Indians at 
Saragossa, Mexico, and almost annihilating them. In 
1880 the regiment took part in the campaign against Vic- 
toria, the famous Apache chief, and against his successor, 
the equally infamous Geronimo. From 1890 until 
shortly before the Spanish-American War the regiment 
was stationed in the territory which now includes Ari- 
zona and New Mexico, later moving to Fort Assinniboine, 
Mont. The regiment fought gallantly in Cuba and later 
in the Philippines. 
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RECORD OF THE R.O.T.C. CAMP AT CAMP KEARNY. 

In a handsome booklet entitled “Memoirs” is contained 
a record of the activities of the R.O.T.C. Infantry camp 
at Camp Kearny, Calif., which included an advanced 
course, and which was held in July. In a foreword 
Brig. Gen. Joseph E. Kuhn, U.S.A., commanding at 
Camp Kearny, in referring to the booklet says: “Rocky, 
indeed, must be the conscience of the opponent of mili- 
tary training who does not find some tood for reflection 
after a perusal of its pages.” The staff of the camp was 
headed by Col. E. R. Chrisman, U.S.A., the entire staff 
consisting of fifty-one officers. ‘The educational institu- 
tions represented included universities, colleges, insti- 
tutes and schools on the Pacific coast and as far east as 
Wyoming, and in the territory of Hawaii. The training 
was intensive and proved to be of great benefit to the 
student soldiers. During the camp it was visited by 
Vice President Thomas Kk. Marshall, who made an ad- 
dress in which he said: “I would not train every man 
in America to bear arms, because I don’t think every 
man is loyal to the traditions and ideals of our country ; 
but I will say this, that the less a man knows about 
firearms who is inimical to the principles and standards 
of America the better for our country. I would have a 
real West Point, but it would not be on the Hudson 
river. It would be on Point Loma, near San Diego.” 
Concluding, he said: “Young men, your brothers under 
the lilies if France and Flanders are not dead, nor can 
they die while men love sacrifice for the honor of their 
womankind and their country. I charge you to stand 
everywhere for law and good government in America. 
I charge you to remember that it is better to obey a law 
than it is to sneer at the law. ‘There are many laws, 
especially of nature, that I do not like. I’m down on 
the law of gravitation. I’d like to go up in a seaplane, 
but the law of gravitation prevents me from so doing. 
There are many laws in nature that you don’t like and 
I don’t like. But what are you going to do about it? 
Are you going up in an airplane and jump out just to 
show your contempt for a law you dislike?” ‘Lue 
“Memoirs” contain a roster of all the units that formed 
the camp. 





HISTORY OF THE 2p M.G. BATTALION. 

From headquarters of the 2d Machine Gun Battalion, 
Ist Division, stationed at Camp Zachary Taylor, Ky., we 
have received a history of that organization, including 
the period from its organization in France on Dee. 31, 
1917, until its return from overseas. Dedicated “to the 
memory of the gallant dead of the 2d M.G. Battalion 
who laid down their lives on the battlefields of France in 
the defense of the liberties of mankind,” the record of the 
unit is told in a plain, matter-of-fact, but most entertain- 
ing way. The name or names of the individuals or persons 
who prepared this admirable record are, unfortunately, 
omitted. Accompanied by a number of maps showing the 
movements of the battalion in 1917-19, the story is 
graphically told in detail of the almost daily happenings 
of this fighting organization. There is no attempt made 
at “fine writing,” and superlatives in telling of the bat- 
talion’s part in the many actions in which it participated 
are happily omitted, which adds to the strength and in- 
terest of the narrative. It was the 2d which put down the 
first machine gun barrage on the enemy of all troops in 
the A.E.F., and it was also the first to fire an indirect 
fire barrage over those troops; while it also claims to 
have been longer engaged with the enemy and suffered 
more casualties than any other machine gun battalion in 
the American Army. It lost 130 killed in action, 382 
wounded, 126 gassed and one missing, making a total of 
639 casualties. The battalion was awarded twenty Dis- 
tinguished Service Crosses, four Medailles Militaire and 
eleven Croix de Guerres, while two members were cited 
by G.H.Q., A.E.F., 167 ‘individually cited in G.O., 1st 
Division, and 800 in G.O., Ist Infantry Brigade. The his- 
tory contains a full roster of the organization. 
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APPOINTMENTS OF OFFICERS OVERSEAS. 
Notifications to emergency officers on duty in Germany, 
Panama, the Philippines and Hawaii of their appoint- 


ment to permanent commissions. in the Regular Army 
were mailed to the commanding generals of these forces 
and departments from The Adjutant General’s Office on 
Aug. 26. With these notifications went blank forms for 
acceptances or declinations for the officer to sign and re- 
turn to his commanding general. The latter, on receipt, 
was to notify The Adjutant General’s Office by cable of 
acceptance or declination, with date, and to forward the 
form by special delivery mail direct to the War Depart- 
ment. The acceptance is to be dated and signed on day 
following discharge from emergency commission, and in 
no case is the oath of office to be executed until receipt of 
commission. It is expected that some months will elapse 
between the date of acceptances of tenders of commissions 
and the actual execution of the oath of office under such 
commissions.

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More THAN 3,000 OrriceR-CANDIDATES REJECTED. 

Separations of emergency officers from the Service, 
and rejections of officer-candidates not now in the Ser- 
vice, on the ground of disability or failure to qualify for 
commissions, amounted to 3,134 up to Sept. 1. The 
notice of separation or rejection in each case is final, 
as the action is approved by the Secretary of War and 
it is conclusive under the law. _This is stated for the 
reason that many officers receiving notification of their 
disqualification have asked the War Department for: fur- 
ther instructions, and others are bringing outside influ- 
ence to intercede for them. There have been rumors that 
re-examinations would be granted, but such rumors are 
without foundation.

APPOINTMENT SUBJECT TO AN OPERATION. 

The high physical standard required for officers of the 
Army must be maintained, according to information 
transmitted by the War Department to the chiefs of all 
arms and services and to the Surgeon General. The See- 
retary of War kas directed that the policy originally 
adopted by the War Department providing that no can- 
didate for appointment as an officer of the Army will be 
appointed subject to an operation for a physical defect, 
will be maintained and strictly followed in all cases. 
Aside from the undesirability of appointing candidates 
with physical defects the necessity for the prompt execu- 
tion of the law relative to appointments in the Army 
will not permit of delays to await results of operations. 
Responsible chiefs are charged with issuing these instruc- 
tions for information and guidance of all concerned. 
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PrECEDENCE—OFFICERS OF THE LINE AND STAFF. 

On reconsideration the Judge Advocate General of the 
Navy affirmed the opinion digested in C.M.O. 280, 1919, 
Navy Dept., page 19, holding that Section 1485 of the 
Revised Statutes, under which officers of the line and 
staff when of the same rank took precedence with each 
other according to length of service, has been repealed 
by the act of Aug. 29, 1916, and that officers whose 
cases would otherwise be governed by said section now 
take precedence according to date of commission. The 
Secretary of the Navy approved the Judge Advocate Gen- 
eral’s opinion to this effect. This opinion is given in 
C.M.O. 74, April 30, 1920, Navy Dept.

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ImprRovinG STANDARD OF ARMY FOOTWEAR. 

Carrying out the standardization and specialization 
policy of the Quartermaster General, Major Gen. Harry 
l.. Rogers, the Clothing and Equipage Division of the 
Quartermaster Corps in the last year has materially in- 
creased its efficiency in the procurement and production 
of Army footwear. Major W. C. Thomas, Q.M.C., states 
that the price of Service shoes in August was $2.04 less 
Per pair than in January last. Innovations and improve 
ments of the last year include a foot-measuring machine 
which is considered superior to any now in use, and a 





gymnasium shoe. Officers’ dress boots, shoes and puttces, 
how standardized, are being manufactured from cordovan 
and calf under contract with one of the best makers. A 
new last has been designed for Army nurses’ shoes. It 
is probable that a russet and white nubuck laced blucher, 
together" with a russet and white nubuck blucher oxford 
will be provided for issue to Army nurses.

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NAVAL Reservists’ PAy UNCLAIMED, 

Despite the efforts of the Bureau of Navigation to 
maintain a correct list of addresses of members of the 
Naval Reserve Force, it ig having much trouble over this 
matter, owing to the failure of the Reservists to co- 
operate with the bureau in furnishing their changes of 
address. The Bureau of Supplies and Accounts has al- 
ready called attention to this, as it affects the ability of 
that bureau to keep its pay accounts up to date, as noted 
in our issue of July 31, page 1481. Just how this failure 
to keep the Navy Department informed of their correct 
addresses affects members of the Reserve Force is shown 
by a statement made by Rear Admiral Thomas J. Cowie, 
U.S.N., in charge of the Navy Allotment Office, Washing- 
ton, D.C. The. Admiral declared that more than 60,000 
retainer pay checks addressed to Reservists have been re- 
turned to his office unclaimed. Admiral Cowie stated 
that he has checked up the latest addresses of Reservists 
through every possible avenue. Reservists who have not 
received their tri-monthly check and those who have 
failed to receive their annual check are requested by 
Admiral Cowie to communicate with his office without 
further delay. The amount of the unclaimed checks, he 
said, totals more than $2,000,000. Commenting on this 
an officer on duty in the Bureau of Navigation sug- 
gested that the existing condition may be due in part 
to the fact that the payment of retainer pay is exclusively 
handled from the Allotment Office in the Navy Depart- 
ment at Washington, while all other activities of the 
Reserve Force are under supervision and control of com- 
mandants of naval districts, to whom Naval Reservists 
quite naturally look for notification on all matters con- 
nected with their service and duties, and when changing 
places of residence Reservists notify the commandants. 
They should, of course, also notify the Navy Allotment 
office of change of address. If the payment of retainer 
pay could be handled through district disbursing officers, 
this officer added, the same as finance matters are 
handled by finance officers in the Army, it would prob- 
ably better meet the convenience of the majority of the 
Naval Reservists and result in less criticism of the Navy 
because of the non-receipt of the retainer pay due them.

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“ENLISTED MEN’S MoNTU” IN RECRUITING. 

Chief credit is given to the enlisted men of the Army 
Recruiting Service by Secretary Baker and Col. Charles 
H. Martin, U.S.A., who is in charge of recruiting in The 
Adjutant General's Office, for the Army peace-time re- 
cruiting record established in July. That record was an- 
nounced by The Adjutant General on Aug. 11 as having 
been 15,821 recruits. In a statement issued on Aug. 16 
from the same source the number of recruits gained in 
July is announced as 14,298. The first ten days of Au- 
gust show a total of 6,111 recruits, which was 1,743 
more than in the same period in July. Secretary Baker 
brought out this point of July being “the enlisted man’s 
month” in this statement which he sent to the General 
Recruiting Service, in which he said: “The month of 
July was ‘enlisted man’s month’ in the Recruiting Ser- 
vice. Many of te officers were on duty with examining 
boards and as candidates for commissions in the Regu- 
lar Army. ‘The total number of acceptances for the 
month was 15,817, the largest number that has ever been 
secured by the Recruiting Service in normal times. For 
this remarkable record the cnlisted personnel .must re- 
ceive full credit; its energy, courage and perseverance 
cannot be too highly commended. These figures demon- 
strate more clearly than anything I can say that the 
efficieney, morale and determination of the General Re- 
cruiting Service has reached a high state of perfection.” 
Colonel Martin and the officers of his division are par- 
ticularly enthusiastie over the fact that the reeruiting 

districts of the South are leading in the number of aet- 
ual enlistments. The old Army got its recruits princi- 
pally from New York, Chicago and San Francisco, popu- 
lous centers of mixed populations, but this.is no longer 
true, for in the standing for enlistments in July New 
York is twenty-fourth, San Francisco is thirtieth, and 
Chicago stands twelfth, just under the eleven cities of 
the Southern states heading the list, with Atlanta at the 
top showing a percentage of its quota enlisted of 213.2.

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SPECIALIZATION INSTRUCTION FOR MEDICAL OFFICER. 

The several arms and corps of the Regular Establish- 
ment have under consideration the detail of a number of 
officers as students at certain technical, professional and 
other educational institutions under the provisions of 
Section 127a, Army Reorganization act of June 4, 1920. 
While the Medical Department at this time does not con- 
template the detail of any of its commissioned personnel 
to such duty this year, plans are under way towards the 
selection of medical officers who may be ordered to attend 
in the following year. It is premature, according to offi- 
cers on duty in the Office of Surgeon General, to forecast 
how many officers will be so detailed from the Medical 
Department... There is a possibility that the Surgeon 
General may request that a few officers from the Medical 
Corps, Dental Corps and Veterinary Corps be sent to 
such institutions this year, as General Ireland is anxious 
that his department be among the first branches of the 
Service to institute this form of specialization, which 
promises to be of great importance to the Service as well 
as the.officers concerned. In this connection officers of 
the Medical Administrative Corps, when organized, will 
be sent for the purpose of observing and investigating to 
industrial plants, hospitals and other institutions suitable 
for the purposes of developing the efficiency of this organ- 
ization. Studies will be made in pharmacy, antitoxins, in 
the use and appliance of the X-ray, and in other impor- 
tant phases of medicine and surgery. The Surgeon Gen- 
eral proposes to have this plan, in connection with the 
detail of officers with the Medical Administrative Corps, 
completed by winter. 
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CMANGES OF REQUESTS AS TO SoLpIER DEap, 

The Cemeterial Division, Office of the Quartermaster 
General, announces that the return of our soldier dead 
is dependent upon definite requests of the legal next of 
kin being received in sufficient time for transmission to 
Europe, prior to. the completion of operations in a par- 
ticular area. Changes in requests cannot be considered 
after evacuations are completed in a particular cemetery 





or area. 
and sometimes repeatedly, change their requests, vacil- 
lating between shipment to this country and permanent 
burial abroad. Obviously it is impracticable to revisit 
cemeteries where operations have been completed in order 
to disinter the remains that were previously requested to 
permanently remain abroad. Operations have practi- 
cally been completed in the zone of Great Britain and 
after the Graves Registration Service field forces leave 
Great Britain, no requests for the return of remains 
from that area will be favorably considered. All bodies 
left will have beén left at request of relatives, thus 
terminating the obligation of the Government as re- 
gards transportation.

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SELECTION oF Honor Grapvuates, R.O.T.C. 

The War Department, interpretating the prov:sions of 
paragraphs 127 and 128, Spccial Regulations No. 44, 
W.D., 1919, states that an institution is classified as a 
“distinguished college” or an “honor school” during the 
sehool year following its designation in either class. he 
honor graduates will be selected from the class graduat 
ing at the end of the school year specified. Members of 
the senior class of honor schools are to be informed of 
the opportunities of being appointed to the U.S. Military 
Academy with the view of developing honor graduates 
who will avail themselves of this opportunity. Regula- 
tions governing the commissioning of honor graduates of 
distinguished colleges are under consideration by the de- 
partment, and will be published in the near future. 
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MepicaL Scuoot R.O.T.C. Units. ‘ 

For the purpose of developing the active and Res-rve 
commissioned personnel of the Medical Department the 
Surgeon General has proposed to the War Department 
the establishment of R.O.T.C. units at standard med‘cal, 
dental and veterinary schools. At the Office of the Sur- 
geon General it is expected the proposal will be ap- 
proved. The plan prov-des for two encampments of six 
weeks’ duration each. To these schools officers of the 
various branches of the Medical Department will be de- 
tailed as instructors. Jectures on medico-military sub- 
jects will feature. A minimum of ninety hours cach year 
will be required of the students in each class. The pur- 
pose of the Medical Department R.O.T.C. schools will be 
to train officers for the Regular Establishment and also 
for the Reserve Corps. 





(jsumat INCREASE IN NAvy ENLISTMENTS. 

'’he weekly census issued by the Navy Department for 
the week ended Aug. 30 shows a most remarkable in- 
crease in enlistments in the Navy. Whereas the de- 
crease, as announced, for the week ended Aug. 16 was 
ninety-one and the increase for the week ended Ang. 25 
seventy-seven, the increase for the week of Aug. 30 was 
1,438. This must be very heartening to the Service, mak- 
ing a total in the Navy, not including the Marine Corps, 
of 122,244, based on an authorized total of 143,396. 
With a continuance of cnlistments at such a rate, or one 
approximating it, and there is no reason to assume it 
will not continue, the Navy should be at full strength 
by Jan. 1. The satisfaction which such a condition 





_would bring to officers of the Service may well be im- 


agined. 
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Army Orricers TO AcT AS COURIERS. 

Detail of officers of the Army for special duty as 
couriers betweén the United States and Germany is to be 
discontinued, according to War Department orders of 
Sept. 1. Hereafter the service of officers ordered to pro- 
ceed from the United States for duty with the American 
lercés in Germany and vice versa will be utilized when 
couriers are necessary. The Adjutant General is to notify 
the Chief of Transportation Service of the names of ofli- 
cers under orders to proceed to Germany for duty.

Before the Army Nurse Corps was established by law 
on Feb. 2, 1901, all female nurses were obtained by con- 
tract. On the question of whether contract nurses are 
entitled to Service medals, Secretary of War Baker has 
established the policy that service by a contract surgeon 
prior to Feb. 2, 1901, shall be considered for the purpose 
of awarding of Service medals as if such service was 
rendered by a commissioned officer. 





Srrencta or U.S. ENGINEERS. 

The enlisted strength of the Corps of Engineers on 
July 31,.1920, was 4,631, or about thirty-cight per cent. 
of its authorized strength of 12,000 enlisted men. The 
largest unit is the 1st Engineers, which has 1,225, of 
which 867 are with the American Forces in Germany 
with Companies A, B and D and 358 at Camp Taylor, 
Ky., Companies C, E and F. ‘ 





STRENGTH OF THE ARMY. 

There were 15,045 commissioned officers and 187,492 
enlisted men in the U.S. Army on Aug. 26, making a 
total of 202,537 officers and men.

S.S. Miantonomah, serving on the Hlavana bloekade 
throughout the war.

In 1899 he was 
transferre? to the line of the Navy as lieutemant com- 
mander for engineering duty only. From 1901 he served 
s ven and‘one-half years at the Burean of Steam Engi- 
neering.

U.S.A.T. AMERICA SAILS FoR TRIESTE. 

The U.S. Army transport America, which arrived at 
Norfolk, Va., July 15, 1920, after making a voyage 
around the world of 29,043 miles, after an historical trip 
and mission, was not allowed to remain in port long in 
idleness.

Gen. Clarence R. Edwards, U.S.A., was honored 
by former members of the Yankee Division and the peo- 
ple of Boston by a great public farewell demonstration 
on Boston Common on the afternoon of Aug. 31 on the 
eve of his leaving command of the Northeastern Depart- 
ment to take station at Camp Zachary Taylor, Ky. A 
parade of 6,000 former members of the 26th Division 
passed the reviewing stand on the Common where Gen. 
and Mrs. Edwards stood with Governor Coolidge, of 
Massachusetts, After the parade had marched past the 
stand Governor Coolidge expressed the regrets of the 
people of New England over General Edwards's depart 
ure, to which the General replied in a brief speech. Ben 
James, formerly a sergeant of the 101st Infantry, pre- 
sented General Edwards with a silver saber “as a gift 
from the rank and file.” Mrs, Edwards was given a 
bouquet of fiowers and three cheers as “the best soldier 
General Edwards knows.” Gen. and Mrs. Edwards 
planned to leave Boston on Sept. 1 for Camp Taylor. 

General Shanks Takes Command at Boston. 

Major Gen. David C. Shanks, U.S.A., assumed com- 
mand of the Ist Corps Area at Boston, Mass., on Sept. 1. 
General Shanks was unaccompanied when he reached 
the headquarters of the Corps Area. Brig. Gen. Clar- 
ence R. Edwards, former commanding officer of the 
Northeastern Department, assembled his staff and pre- 
sented them to General Shanks, who made a brief speech 
in the course of which he laid particular stress on the 
importance of making careful efficiency reports to the 
War Department.

ARMY YFFEeEMs, 
Insignia for Officers on General Staff Duty. 

War Department orders have been issued directing that 
officers detailed to the General Staff Corps under pro- 
visions of Section 5, act of June 4, 1920, either as acting 
General Staff officers. or as additional members of the Gen- 
eral Staff, both Regular and Reserve officers, shall wear 
the black braid on the sleeve and the insignia of the 
General Staff Corps while’so detailed. 

Per Diem Allowance to Men on Recruiting Duty. 

1. The following changes in paragraph 1226, A.R., 
were announced on Aug. 16 for the information and 
guidance of finance officers: “1226. (Changed by C.A.R. 
Nos. 75 and 88.) Enlisted men absent under orders from 
their stations upon recruiting duiy will be deemed to be 
traveling under orders during the entire period, notwith- 
standing that some portion of the period may be oceupicd 
by detention in the various towns which they visit in the 
performance of their duty, and twhile so engayed they 
will be entitled, for periods of ten days or less, to the per 
diem allowance prescribed for periods of seventy-tioo 
hours or iess in subparagraph g (1) of paragraph 1223; 
and if special authority be obtained from The Adjutant 
General of the Army, these same allowances may be paid 
to them for periods of not to exceed thirty days. (C.A. 
R. No. 107, Sely 22, 1920.)”

U.S.M.A. Football Schedule. 

The delayed announcement by the athletic officials of 
the U.S.M.A. as to its football schedule for the coming 
season was made at West Point on Aug. 21. Nine dates 
have been set for games, all of which have been filled 
with one exception, that of Nov. 6, although it is be- 
lieved that will be arranged soon. The feature of the 
program is a double-header, which is to open the season. 
This is to take place on Gct. 2, when the Cadets will have 
as opponents Union College, of Schenectady, N.Y., and 
Marshall College, of Hantington, W.Va. All the games 
will be played at West Poiat with the exception of that 
with the Navy, which is to take place at the Polo 
Grounds, New York city, as the season’s climax. Army 
football experts do not regard the schedule as a very 
strong one as compared with former programs for soldier 
elevens, although it is said the program has been 4r- 
ranged chiefly with the object of developing a somewhat 
green eleven. The team from Notre Dame College appears 
to be the most formidable opponent the Cadets will face.

Polo in the Southern Department. 

A polo tournament in the Southern Department having 
been autborized by the War Department, orders have 
been issued from headquarters, Southern Department, 
providing fcr the transportation of teams from certain 
posts to others, for contests, and return, on dates to be 
announced, the finals to be played at fort Sam Houston 
on Oct. 10. One team is to go from Fort Doaglas, Ariz., 
to Fort Bliss, Texas; one from Fort Bliss to Fort Sam 
Houston, one from Fort Brown to Fort Clark, one from 
Marla to Fort Clark and one from Fort Clark to Fort 
Sam Houston. ‘Tournaments will be played at Doug- 
las for all teams that can be assembled without rail 
transportation, the winner to be sent by rail to El Paso 
to participate in the tournament to be held there, the 
date to be announced later; at Fort Clark for all teams 
that can be assembled withcut such transportatior, and 
one from Marfa; at Fort Sam Houston all teams that 
can be assembled also without such transportation, which 
is to be provided, in each case where required, for not 
more than five officers, seven enlisted men and twenty 
horses. All teams are to consist of players assigned or 
attached to Army organizations, “freebooter” teams to 
consist of players not included in organization teams, 
‘The polo rules of 1920 are to govern. 


US. Troops Quell Disorders. 

A battalion made up of the 2d and 40th Infantry, U.S, 
A., from Camp Sherman, Ohio, under command of Col, 
Samuel Burkhardt, arrived at Williamson, W. Va., Aug. 
29, in response to a request from the Governor, to pre- 
serve order in the coal region about that place. There 
had previously been trouble and bloodshed between miners 
and state police. At last accounts the troops, who were 
posted at various points, had restored order. 

Transport Grant Sails from Vladivostok. 

The U.S. Army transport President Grant sailed from 
Viadivostok, Siberia, Aug. 24, with 254 first-class pas- 
sengers, 4,750 Czecho-Slovak soldiers, 500 Austrian pris- 
ouers of war and 199 Hungarian prisoners of war. 

Recruiting Prize Offer for Infantrymen, 

As a stimulus to Army recruiting the United States 
Infantry Association has offered a $50 prize, payable to 
the individual soldier obtaining the greatest number of 
accepted recruits for the Infantry in September, 1920. 
It is stated that every assistance possible will be given 
by the officers on duty in the office of the Chief of In- 
fantry. The Recruiting Section, The Adjutant General’s 
Office, will prescribe the rules and regulations under 
which the prize will pe awarded. 


New Periscopic View Finder. 


A periscopie view finder, invented by Capt. William C, 
Cox, Signal Corps, U.S.A., has been approved by the 
War Department and patented by the United States Gov- 
ernment. With this instrument attached to a camera 
the operator is able to make photographs from a trench, 
behind a wall, or tree without exposing himself. The 
instrument weighs fourteen ounces and can be attached 
to any hand camera that contains tri sockets and 
when closed can be carried attached to the camera. Pho- 
tograpiis can be made from four different heights, changes 
being effected from one position to the other in from two 
to five seconds. 


48th Infantry Booster. 


The first issue of the 48th Infantry Booster, organ of 
that unit, published at Camp Jackson, 8.C., has made its 
appearance.

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SERVICE SCHOOLS PLANS. 
CHIEF OF INFANTRY ANNOUNCES COURSES. 

Sccause of a number of important changes to be made, 
in addition to the problem of detailing instructors and 
student-officers from the many home and foreign Army 
stations, the date of the the Infantry 
School, Camp Benning, Ga., has been advanced to Nov. 
1. The general plan for the school, prepared by Major 
General Charles 8S. Farnsworth and his staff, and Brig. 
Gen. Walter H. Gordon, U.S.A., the commandant of the 
school, provides for the maximum expansion of the insti- 


re-opening of 


tution. Officers attending the school will be given a 
complete military course in Infantry tactics and strat- 
egy. There will be many technical problems evolved as 
well as practical ones, and in addition demonstrations 
will be held in connection with the course as progress is 


made in the period of instruction. 

Concerning the commissioned personnel to attend the 
Infantry School, General Farnsworth stated on Aug. 31 
that the number of students for this year’s course will 
not exceed seventy-five for the field officers’ course, 100 
for the company officers’ course, and 550 for basic course 
(including graduates of this year’s class at the U.S. 
Military Academy, who are assigned to the Infantry). 
The students for the field officers’ course will be ordered 
to-report at Camp Benning, Ga., on Oct. 14; for the com- 
pany officers’ course students will report on Oct. 16, and 
for the basic course students will report on Oct. 18. Or- 
ders for attendance at the field and company officers’ 
courses are being prepared at the office of the Chief of 
Infantry, based on replies to Memorandum No. 1, dated 
Aug. 7 (printed in our issue of Aug. 21, page 1546). 

General Farnsworth desires to have a full class take 


the basic course this year and as many as possible of the 
newly appointed officers will be sent, but in view of the 
delay in announcement of the appointments it probably 
will be necessary to supplement the list by officers now 


in the Regular Service. Orders for officers to attend the 


basic course will be issued from time to time. In the 
ease of newly appointed officers these orders will be for- 
warded as soon as the appointee becomes available. He 
also announced on Aug. 31 that the school would be in 
session from Noy. 1, 1920, to June 30, 1921, while the 
National Guard course would begin Noy. 1 and end m 


January, 1921. A new course for National Guard officers 
will follow, beginning in February, 1921. 


CAVALRY SCIIOOL PROGRAM. 
In order to meet the requirements arising from the 
number of new officers to be commissioned in the Regular 
Army, the Cavalry School at Fort Riley, Kas., will wit- 


ness a marked expansion the ensuing school year, both 
as to the school staff and the number of student officers. 
Major Gen. W. A. Holbrook, U.S.A., Chief of Cavalry, 
and his staff are actively engaged in formulating a pro- 
gram for the school. It is planned that the basic course 
shall number in its classes a maximum of 150, including 
the thirty-two of this year’s U.S. Military Académy grad- 
uates assigned to the Cavalry and also a large propor 
tion of the officers to be commissioned in the Cavalry 
under recent legislation. The troop officer course, de- 
signed to fit officers who have had actual experience with 
troops for troop and squadron command and for duty as 
instructors, will care for two officers from each Cavalry 
regiment within the United States, a total of thirty. In 
addition a field officers’ course will be conducted this 
year for probably ten field officers especially qualifying 
them, by a more advanced course in tactics, in combined 


field firing, use of machine guns, automatic rifles, ete., 
for duty as regimental commanders. A class of thirteen 
National Guard Cavalry officers is already under orders 
for a special course at the school. 


Among the new instructors for the coming year are 
Lieut. Cols. H. La T. Cavenaugh, Paul T. Hayne, Guy A. 
Norvell, A. E. Phillips, Majors J. H. Wainwright, H. R. 
Smalley, Capts. J. E. Lewis, Everett Collins, G. W. Chip- 
man, T. H. Cunningham, N. H. Davis and ist Lieut. J. 
E. Boudinot. The change in status and in mission from 
the old Mounted Service School to the Cavalry School 
now involves the training of Cavalrymen only. To meet 
this condition it is planned to maintain the closest pos- 
sible contact with the Special Service Schools of other 
arms, particularly the Infantry School, in connection with 
the advisable adaptations of Infantry methods and forma- 
tions to Cavalry units when fighting dismounted. A Sig- 
nal Corps detachment is being formed at the Cavalry 
School to comprise four communication groups, with the 
necessity in mind of a proper solution, by field test and 
practice, of the difficult problem of Cavalry communica: 
tion. 

ARMY FINANCE SCHOOL OPENS. 

The Finance School at Fort Washington, Md., for the 
instruction of the commissioned and enlisted personnel of 
the Finance Department in administrative and technical 
duties connected with Army finance and accounting, was 
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opened Sept. 1. The commandant of the sthool is Major 
Stanley S. Ross, F.D., U.S.A. The school course will 
run for ten weeks and the number of students is limited 
to ten officers and 100 enlistcd men. The course in- 
cludes the basic duties of a soldier, disbursing and ac- 
counting for public funds, contracted, auditing, leaves, 
office organization and administration, military corre- 
spondence, general instruction in commercial and Army 
finance, commercial accounting apd bookkeeping. The 
students will also be given a complete course in military 
duties and courtesies, and will be taught to ride. Physi- 
cal training will be an important adjunct to the curricula. 
Eventually it is proposed to insure that every man in 
the Finance Department shall be sent to this school for 
instruction. Major Ross, formerly a line officer of long 
service, is assisted by a corps of instructor-officers and 
non-commissioned officers. The school is located in the 
new barracks at Fort Washington, and is ideally located. 
ARMY COURSE ON LEADERSHIP. 

Commandants of the Cavalry School, Infantry School, 
Field Artillery Schoo!s at Camps Knox and Bragg and 
Fort Sill, the Coast Artillery School, the Engineer 
Schocl, Army Medical School, General Staff College and 
Army Service Schools have been directed by the Chief 
of Staff that in each of the general service schools and 
special service. schools, including the General Staff 
College, there shall be included in the curriculum of in- 
struction a bricf course in leadership. This course shall 
have as its primary object the development of the best 
methods for raising the morale of troops, and how this 
should be accomplished by the commanding officer of 
such troops. This instruction will be given by, or under 
the immediate and close supervision of the commandant 
himself, and if he so elects he is authorized to apply to 
the War Department for suitable officers to lecture on 
this subject. A suggestion in the form of a syllabus to 
assist in the preparation of talks or lectures on this 
matter has been forwarded to commanding officers of the 
schools by the War Department. 

ARMY AIR SERVICE ENGINEERING SCHOOL, 

The Army Air Service Engineering School, established 
at McCook Field, Dayton, Ohio, will begin its second 
year on Nov. 1. It will have a student body of twenty 
officers, especially selected on recommendation of the dif- 
ferent commanding officers of the Air Service, which 
recommendations must be in the hands of the Chief of 
Air Service not later than Sept. 15. This is one 
of the special service schools of the Air Service in- 
tended to furnish a higher course of study in tech 
nical, mechanical and supply festures peculiar to the 
Air Service for those Air Service officers who show 
special aptitude for this duty. The graduates are to 
form a nucleus of officers suitable to handle efficiently the 
problems of technical equipment and technical control in 
the Air Service: The engineering studies prescribed in 
the curriculum must not be confused with the genera! 
engineering education given all officers of the Air Ser- 
vice in supply and technical equipment at various other 
primary special schools and at the Air Service Field 
Officers’ School, Langley Field, all of which activities in- 
clude a certain amaunt of such training. The staff at 
the Dayton school consists of a commandant, an execu- 
tive officer and an officer in charge of instruction, to- 
gether with such other officers detailed for instruction in 
conection with other duties at McCook Field. An out- 
line of the course of instruction may be obtained on 
application to the commandant of the school.

CHEMICAL WARFARE SERVICE. 

Over 200 Candidates Hare Applied for Commissions, 

Late statistics show there are more than 200 appli- 
ants for commissions in the Chemical Warfare Service. 
his branch ‘a few mouths ago, and again recently, com- 
municated with its entire 1,800 war-time commissioned 
personnel of the Chemical. Warfare Service. requesting 
that they consider submitting application for commission 
in the arm: From these letters the 200 applications were 
secured. From the exeellent material reporting it seems 
that a large percentage of the 100 officers authorized by 
Congress will be obtained from among these .candidates. 

Brig. Gen. A. A. Fries, U.S.A., Chief. of: the- Chemical 
Warfaré Service, has prepared a tentative list for the 
assignment of the 100 officers of the following stations: 
Edgewood Arsenal, Edgewood, Md., troop duty, Ist and 
©] Battalions, Ist Gas Regiment, forty officers; research, 
proving and development, three officers. Lakehurst Prov- 
ing Grounds, Lakehurst, N.J.,-troop duty, 3d Battalion, 
1st Gas Regiment, seventeen officers; research, proving 
and development, two officers; school, two officers. Wash- 
ington, D.C., administration, eight officers; for twelve 
department headquarters or corps areas, twelve officers ; 
for eleven division headquarters, eleven officers; on de- 
tached service, with Army Service Schools, three officers, 
and with educational institutions, two officers. 

Concerning the Reorganization act of June 4, 1920, in 
relation to this branch, General Fries states that “the 
bill provides that all field officers shall be permanently 
commissioned in the Chemical Warfare Service and that 
other officers may be detailed or, with their own consent, 
be permanently commissioned in the branches to which 
they are assigned for duty.”’ General Fries declares that 
“it is desired to have only graduates of recognized edu- 
cational institutions or graduates of the U.S. Military 
Academy comprise the commissioned personnel of this 
branch. The possibilities for development, the task of 
erganizing a new service, and the requirements to train 
net only the Ist Gas Regiment, but the entire Army in 


the defense of gas and its offensive use, are so great that 
it is absolutely essential to obtain only the best educated 
and most active and energetic commissioned personnel 
available in the country. It is by no means essential at 
this time that the officers of the Service be graduates in 
chemistry. The Research, Proving and Development 
Section will develop chemical warfare matériel, both for 
gas weapons proper, such as Livens projectors, Stokes 
mortars, gas cylinders, smoke producers, etc., and filling 
for artillery shell and aviation bombs. The training per- 
sonnel will instruct the Army in the technical and tac- 
tical uses of these weapons. The Service offers unlim- 
ited possibilities to an ambitious officer and it is de- 
sired that such seriously consider applications for detail 
in this branch. It is to be remembered that an officer 
being detailed in a newly organized branch of the Army 
will always have the greatest chances for individual de- 
velopment and prompt recognition of energetic and in- 
telligent work.” 
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ARMY OFFICER SHORTAGE IS PRESSING. 


‘There is some apprehension in the offices of the chiefs 
of branches of the Army that the appointment of officers 
to commissions in the Regular Army may not equal the 
discharge of emergency officers before the end of Septem- 
ber. The pressure of business resulting from reorganiza- 
tion is constantly increasing, and with the changes of 
personnel its smooth and prompt handling is hardly to be 
expected under the circumstances. It is the policy of the 
War Department, based on the expectation of making all 
the appointments that are possible in the month of Sep- 
tember, to discharge officers from their. emergency com- 
m‘ssion before Oct. 1, All department and intermediate 
commanders have been directed to appoint an officer as 
property auditor for the month of September only, to 
audit property loan accounts of officers being discharged 
within the month. 

Because of the great amount of important work con- 
nected with the Finance Department, this department 
cannot afford to lose very many more officers through 
discharge. It is stated by those experienced in Finance 
Department activities that the authorized strength of 
the commissioned personnel, placed at 141 by the act of 
June 4, 1920, is already inadequate to permit of proper 
and efficient administration without requiring the per- 
sonnel to put in long and arduous hours at their duties. 
In many instances officers are doing this, but there is 
some hope that with the incoming officers some of them 
will be assigned to the Finance Department at least 
temporarily in ordet to assist in the work of organiza- 
tion, 

The Medical Department is still short of officers, and, 
provided the emergency medical officers are discharged 
before the arrival of the expected incoming officers, it is 
anticipated that the Regular Army officers, who are on 
duty in Washington with the Medical Corps, the Veter- 
inary Corps and the Dental Corps will be overwhelmed 
with work. Promotions of first lieutenants to captains 
in the Medical Corps, in accordance with the provision 
of the act of June 4, 1920, are expected to be made within 
the next four weeks, or possibly earlier. Some of these 
officers are still taking their physical examination. 
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Anmy Air SERYICE CHANGES, 

Changes in the organization of the Army Air Service 
and the assignment of functions to groups and divisions 
were discussed at a- conference of group and division 
chiefs held on Aug. 26 at the office of Major Gen. Charles 
‘!'.-Menoher, U.S.A., Chief of the Air Service. Final de- 
termination was made of matters relating to funds, per- 
sonnel, office space, etc., and plans approved which will 
insure the harmonious working out of all the details in- 
volved in the changes of organization required under the 
Army Reorganization. act.. It was decided that the in- 
formation group, in addition to its present duties, will 
have jurisdiction over foreign Air attachés. In addi- 
tion to its other functions the engineering division of the 
supply group is charged: with all matters connected with 
the production, inspection and purchase of airplanes, en- 
gines and all technical acccssories that are not standard 
articles of manufacture; the keeping of statistical -rec- 
ords of all factories that are equipped to fabricate air- 
planes; engines: and technical accessories and all neccs- 
sary raw material; the development of means of improv- 
ing. the: proper and economical.operation of all heavier- 
than-air equipment; the prescription of Air Service sta- 
tions, of uniform and proper methods for the mechanical 
operation, repair, care, storage, handling and ‘packing 
of heavier-than-air equipment; the correction of weak- 
nesses or defects in design of matcrial or equipment in 
service; the thorough investigation of all crashes due to 
mechanical or structural weaknesses and.the provision 
of means to prevent their recurrence; the preparation 
of specifications for all Air Service material and equip- 
ment; the preparation of an operation manual for each 
new type of eqipment placed in operation by the Air 
Service; the preparation of illustrated parts lists and 
drawings for the Air Service; the standardization of the 
sizes of specifications, drawings and spare parts lists. 
In the property division, the engine and plane mainte- 
nance section is abolished. In addition to its other du- 
ties the division is charged with the storage and distri- 
bution of all heavier-than-air equipment; the reporting 
of weaknesses in design of material; the testing of fuel 
and lubricants; operation of Air Service repair depots 
or other activities engaged in the maintenance of equip- 
ment; recommendations concerning the technical educa- 


— —) 
tional qualifications of engineer officers and the stand- 
ard of training of enlisted mechanical personnel, and the 
operation of a stockkecper’s school as one of the Air 
Service special service schools. The functions of the 
procurement division are amended so as to relieve it of 
ull funetions connected with the production, inspection 
and purchase of airplanes, engines and technical acces- 
sories. The training and operations group is charged, 
in general, with all training and instruction in the Air 
Service, its operation, which includes the preparation of 
all war plans for the Air Service, and with the choice of 
iucans of carrying out such training and operatton. 





SINGLE List AND Reative Rank List. 


There is evidently considerable confusion in the minds 
of a number of officers of the Army because of the seem- 
ingly general opinion that the single list and the relative 
rank list are identical. In the course of time, after the 
inequalities due to promotion by separate branch lists 
have been erased under the operation of promotion from 
a single list, these two lists will be identical or nearly so, 
but just now they are necessarily very different. Position 
on the single list, except in the case of certain groups of 
officers (notably the group that came into the Service 
between 1898 and 1901, where position is otherwise fixed 
by the rule that the old lineal order could not be 
changed) is determined by date of original entry into the 
Service; while position on the relative rank list is deter- 
mined by date of commission in a particular grade. 
When dates of commission in any grade are the same, 
then the position in the relative rank list is determined 
by the date of original entry into the Service. Suggestions 
have been submitted to the War Department by some 
officers, now that promotions have been made according 
to the single list as formed under the terms of the act of 
June 4, 1920, that that list should be abandoned and the 
relative rank list substituted for it. Of course such sug- 
gestion is untenable because such a plan would perpet- 
uate the inequalities in rank still existing that grew up 
under the old system of promotion from separate hsts. 
For example: A. McIntyre of the Field Artillery (class 
of 1900) is now on the single list amng his classmates 
of other branches. These classmates of the Infantry and 
Cavalry were promoted to lieutenant colonels July 1, 
1920, but MelIntyre was promoted to lieutenant colonel 
on April 20, 1920, and therefore his position on the rela- 
tive rank list is not among his classmates of 1900, but 
above Infantry and Cavalry officers of the class of 1899. 
Due to the inequalities of promotion, he will be senior to 
those Infantry and Cavalry officers of the class of 1899 
so long as they are lieutenant colonels, but he will not 
get his promotion to colonel until after they do, when his 
turn comes along with his classmates of 1900, at which 
time h‘s position on the relative rank list will be changed 
from above the 1899 men to a place among his class- 
mates of other branches. Many such examples can be 
cited, but the one given will undoubtedly clear away 
much of the confused opinions now existing among Army 
officers due to the belief that the single list and the rela- 
tive rank are identical. 
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REDISTRIBUTION OF GENERAL STAFF FUNCTIONS. 

The assignment of Major H. Clay M. Supplee, who has 
been on duty in the Officers’ Division, Transportation 
Service, Majors Vaughn W. Cooper, Kenyon A. Joyce, 
Frederick D. Griffith, jr., and John K. Herr, who have 
been on duty in the Operations Division, General Siaff, 
to duty with troops, marks another step in the reduction 
of the General Staff Corps from its emergency strength 
to the authorized strength of the new law. It is also 
viewed as an indication that the functions of the Pere 
sonnel Branch of the General Staff are shortly to be 
turned over to the Chief of Personnel, Assistant Adjutant 
General, whose bureau, under the law, is charged with 
“the ope:uting functions of procurement, assignment, 
promotion, transfer, retirement and discharge of all offi- 


‘cers and enlisted men of the Army.” Although three 


months have passed since the enactment of the law, the 
Personnel Bureau under the Chief of Personnel is yet to 
be established. There is reason for this apparent tardi- 
ness, since’ all the work connected with the adoption of 
Army ‘reorganization legislation has been in charge of 
General Staff officers, and because of their knowledge and 
familiarity with the requirements under the new law it 
has been logical to entrust to them the duty of carrying 
forward the reorganization, which has been done in good 
time. With the single list prepared and ready for com- 
pletion upon appointment of officers to the Regular Army, 
the promotion of officers of the Regular Army as of July 
1, and establishment of the offices of Chiefs of Infantry 
and Cavalry, the functions of the Personnel Branch, Gen- 
eral Staff, practieally have come to an end. It may be 
expected that shortly the Personnel Bureau, A.G.O., will 
take up the operating functions committed to it by law, 
and that henceforth the Personnel Branch of the Operas 
tions Division, General Staff, will be wholly engaged with 
questions of personnel policy. 





SrRENGTH OF NATIONAL GUARD, 63,023. 
Major Gen. J. McI. Carter, U.S.A. Chief of the 


Militia Bureau, on Sept. 2, announced there was a gain 


of 3,431 in the enlisted strength of the National Guard in 
the month of August, bringing the strength to 60,545 on 
Sept. 1. . The commissioned personnel numbers 2,478, 
Thus far thirty-four per cent. of the authorized National 
Guard strength has been recruited, 
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GENERAL STAFF COLLEGE OPENS NEW TERM. 


Formal Ezeroises Ucld on Sept. 1. 


Opening exercises marking the beginning of the sec- 
ond term of the General Staff College at Washingtuu 
Barracks were held on Sept. 1. Seeretary of War Baker 
and Major Gen. Peyton C. March, Chief of Staff, ad- 
dressed the class of student officers, Col. Harry A. 
Smith, the assistant commandant of the college, making 
the introductory remarks. ‘The invocation was by Chap- 
lain Milton O. Beebe, U.S.A., and the benediction by 
Chaplain James KE. Duffy, U.S.A. Seeretary Baker in 
his address laid emphasis upon the democratizing of the 
Army, the observance of law. and spoke of the war ex- 
pevriences of the student officers and the responsibility 
which would be theirs in the future. 

In addressing the class General March said: 

This class of officers selected to take the course al the Gen- 
eral Staff College initiates its work under peculiarly favorable 
condiiions. The last class entered upon an entirely mew pro- 
gram, where the courses were being developed as they wero 
taught, and where the study of the lessons of the World War 
were be'sg undertaken by instructors and class alike without 
the advaninge of the retrospect which uccompanies the passage 
of time. ‘Lhe war was still at our doors and final conclusions 
will only be reached with the lapse of time, and proper adjust- 
ment and consideration of ali elements of strategy, tactics and 
logistics which entered inte the successful outeome of that 
great struggle. Intensive study tor the past year at this col- 
lege, combined with the training which many of you have re- 
ceived at the General Service Schools, has to « degree erystalized 
the thought of military men along certain definite lines, so that 
we anticipate that the courses here will now run with greater 
smootaness and that the benefit which you will derive from 
them will be more marked, even than has obtained with the 
preceding class. : 

In addition, the action of Congress in the Army Reorganiza- 
tion bill of June 4, 1920, has made this course legally, what 
it always has been theoretically, the highest point of the train- 
ing of Army officers. The requirement of the bill that “here- 
after no officer of the General Staff Corps except the Chiet of 
Staff shall be assigned as a member of the War Department Gen 
eral Staff, unless he is a graduate of the Genera! Staff College, or 
his name is borne on the initia! cligible list,” makes this 
course of supreme importance to exch one of you and to the 
Army at large. ‘This legislation insures that there will 
added to the War Departmeut General Sita cach year, as 
details expire, only officers of the highest training and proved 
capacity for General Staff work. [¢ also makes it certain that 
in future wars the department will have a selected list of 
officers fitted for the highest command and for General Strait 
duty. Each man in this class is a selected man. Your record 
were minutely scrutinized and no officer permitted to take the 
course who has not, shown promise of being able to master it 
and on graduation have his name placed on the list of eligibles 
for future advancement and great responsibility. Some of you 
have already been recommended for the clizible list for Genera! 
Staf€ duty by the Board of Genera! Officers established by law. 
But, regardles¢ of that fact, your successful graduation here is 
imperative from your own standpoint and that of the Govern: 
ment, 

The location of the General Staff College here in Washing- 
ton is especially advantageous, since it permits ready study 
and understanding of the War Depariment General Staff 
mwoiheds and organization as they have been developed during 
the World War Officers who were familiar with the ante 
bellum General Staff here will perceive that there is little in 
common between the modern organization now existing and 
that which obtained before the war. Lectures by officers rep- 
resenting the War Department General Staff divisions, and the 
accessibility of the plant. make for complete familiarity with 
a system, of which ultimately many of you will form a part 
You all have been given a great opportunity in being selected 
for this course, and each individual should make up his mind 
from the start to devote himself strictly to his work and keep 
scrupulously ont of politics. Nothing hurts the Army more, 
with Congress, than individual officers seeking their own per- 
sonal preferment, and attempting to substitute their own 
personal views for the carefully considered studies of groups 
of General Staff officers representing all arms of the Service, 
So I say to you all, work hard and play the game. 

On Sept. 2 college work began after an outline of the 
course was given by Col. Harry A. Smith, assistant com- 
mandant. Col. E. S. Hartshorn gave a lecture on the 
War Department General Staff and Col. Oliver Edwards 
lectured on the Military Tatelligence Division. The 
War Plans Division was the subject of a lecture by 
Major Gen. William G. Haan, chief of that division, on 
Sept. 3. when there weve lectures also by Brig. Gen. 
Henry Jervey, director of the Operations Division, and 
by Col. Briant Hl. Wells on War Plans. Sept. 4 Col. 
Adrian S. Fleming leetured on the Supply Division, and 
there was a conference ov the War Department General 
Staff conducted by Col. E. S. Hartshorn. 
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NATIONAL GUARD AND RESERVE UNITS. 

How War Designations Are to be Preserved. 

Details of the policy of the War Department in regard 
to the plan by which the names. numbers and other des- 
ignations of the divisions and subordinate units which 
served in the World War shali be preserved to the Na- 
tional Guard and organized Reserves, so far as practica- 
bie, and as required by the act of June 4, 1920, were 
announced on Sept. 2, The designation of units of the 
National Guard and organized Reserves comprised with- 
in the limits of any state or territory is to be the fune- 
tion of lecal boards or committees to be convened in 
each state, as provided for in Section 3a of the act of 
June 4, 1920. ‘These boards will be composed of officers 
of the Regular Army, the National Guard and the or- 
ganized Reserves. ‘The designation of division’ and 
other units which, on aceount of the location of the dis- 
tricts from which they were formerly drawn, cannot be 
reconstituted as such within the limits of a single state 
or territory, but can be constituted as such within the 
limits of a single corps area, will be made by the corps 
area commander under such regulations as the Secretary 
of War may prescribe and in agreement with the recom- 
mendatious of the local boards. The designation of units 
which, on account of the location of the districts from 
which they were formerly drawn, cannot be reconsti- 
tuted as such within the limits of a single corps area, 
will be determined by the War Department. In cases 
where it is not practicable to reconstitute larger units, 
the designation of subordinate units is provided for and 
will be encouraged. Until further action has been taken 
on the plans for the initial organization and distribution 
of the Natonal Guard and erganized Reserves now un- 
der consideration, it will be impracticable for the local 
boards to function. In order to avoid confusion and 
later complications all National Guard units being or- 
ganized _and reorganized under allotments made by the 
Militia Bureau previous to the time when the local boards 
shal! begin to function, shall be given a provisional desig- 
nation with the nnderstanding that the final official 
designation will be determined later in aceordance with 
the above polcy. 

This problem has received serious consideration in 
view of the desiraility of preserving the identity of all 








organizations that served in the World War and of the 
eomplications that will inevitably arise during the organi- 
zation of the new Army, the War Department states. 
The territorial organization of the continental area of 
the United States into corps areas has been so arranged 
@@ to reduce these complications to the minimum. The 
problem is a simple one where the divisions were com- 
pletely organized through the National Guard troops of 
certain states. The states of New York, Pennsylvania, 
Illinois and Ohio furnished troops for the organization 
of the 27th, 28th, 32d and 37th Divisions. In addition 
some of these states furnished troops from which addi- 
tional units were organized, such as pioneer infantry 
regiments, anti-aircraft battalions, ete. In the great 
majority of cases, however, regiments and small units 
were organized from troops furnished by a number of 
states. The problem has been to fiud an equitable meth- 
od for the designation of the units where sub-divisions 
were drawn from more than one locality, as well as a 
method for renumbering other units which will no longer 
be required in the basic organization of the new Army. 
The provisions of Section Sa, act of June 4, 1920, make 
it mandatory that all divisions and subordinate units 
that served in the World War be preserved as far as 
practicable, and this legislation received the full ap- 
proval of the War Department, both before and after 
its enactment. 
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FUNCTIONS OF THE SECRETARY OF WAR. 
Order Describes New Division of Responsibility. 

The methods of distributing and routing business in 
the War Department, particularly as to the duties of the 
Assistant Secretary of War, have been greatly expanded 
by the act of June 4, 1920, so as to make this official, to 
all intents, a “secretary of munitions.” Secretary Baker 
has directed the publication of an order relative to the 
functions of himself and the Assistant Secretary of War 
which defines their separate authorities. On military 


matters, the Secretary of War reserves to himself final 
action upon important papers relating to the following: 
Cases involving questions of generai policy, the estab- 
lishment or reversal! of precedents and other matters of 
special importance; organization of the Army and plans 
for national defense, inctuding permanent fortifications ; 
estimates for all appropriations pertaining to the War 
Department; the apportionment aud allotment of ap- 
propriations; cases involving important policy with ref- 
erence to the appointment, promotion, assignment and 
discipline both of commissioned officers and enlisted men ; 
cases involving the establishment, abandonment of mili- 
tary posts or camps or stations, or other important 
changes in their status; important policies relative to the 
training, cducational and recreational activities of the 
Army: recommendations to Congress for legislation ; im- 
portant correspondence with the heads of other executive 
departments; correspondence with the President; the 
award of medals; important matters relating to the 
transportation getivities of the Army. On matters per- 
taining to the following non-military activities of the 
War Department. the Secretary of War reserves to him- 
self final action upon important papers relating to: Insu- 
lar affairs; the Panama Canal; inland and coastwise wa- 
terways; important matters involving policy relating to 
river and harbor improvements and civil works. 

The Assistant Secretary of War is charged with super- 
vising and acting upon the following military affairs: 
The procurement and manufacture of supplies, and the 
purchase aud lease of real estate, including licenses for 
temporary use of land under War Department control; 
approval of expenditures from funds allotted; the ap- 
proval of purchase youchers; requisitions upon the Sec- 
retary of the Treasury tv issue warrants to disbursing 
© cers; plans for the mobilization of materials and in- 
custry for war; claims against the War Department; the 
ale of surplus supplies, equipment, plants, land or other 
facilities; approval of inventory and inspection reports; 
approval of routine expenditures from the appropriation, 
“Contingencies of the Army”; approval of expenditnres 
for military posts; authorizing of advertising; use of 
patent rights by the War Department and the Army. On 
matters pertaining to the following non-military activities 
of the War Department, the Assistant Secretary of War 
is charged with supervising and acting upon: Matters re- 
lating to battlefield commissions; relating to national 
cemeteries: relating to river and harbor works; the ac- 
tivities relating to the National Association for the Pro 
motion of Rifle Practice and civilian marksmanship. 

All communications received in the office of the Secre- 
tary or Assistant Sceretary of War which relate to mili- 
tary matters and which require consideration or action 
by the Secretary of War, the Assistant Secretary of 
War, or the Chief of Staff. or by any branch of the War 
Department or of the Army will, except where especially 
reserved by the Secretary of War or by the Assistant 
Secretary of War for his personal action, will be referred 
direct to the office of the Chief of Staff for such action as 
may be required and for presentation, if required, to the 
Secretary of War or the Assistant Secretary of War. 
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AIR SERVICE R.0.T.C. INSTRUCTORS. 
Major Gen. Charles T. Menoher, Chief of the Air Ser- 
viee, under date Aug. 9, issued the following letter to 
commanding officers of all Air Service activities relative 
to instructors for the Air Service Reserve Officers’ Train- 


ing Corps: 

1. In the recent amendment to the National Defense act ap- 
proved June 4, 1920, an Air Service is established as a com- 
batant arm of the Army as are the Oavalry, Artillery and In- 
fanury. Reserve Officers’ Training for all arms are also 
authorized. The Chief of Air Service contemplates cstablish- 
ing a number of Air Service R.O.T.0. units at various insti- 
tutions throughout the United States, having approximately ten 
in operation during the coming academic year. It will be 
necessary for the Air Service ‘o detail upward of twenty offi- 
cers as instructors in military science tactics ia these 
units. This necessity brings up a matter of extreme importance, 
that of the selection of properly qualified officers for this duty. 
Your recommendation in this matter is desired. 

2. Prior to making recommendation for this detail of Air 
Service officers, you will communicate the general contents of 
this letter to the officers of your command and allow them to 
make application for this assignment. Ia making final recom- 
mondations, you will select only —— qualified offiecrs of 
the highest type mentally, morally an ysically. It will not 
be possible, although desirable because of their longer experi- 
ence, tnat all officers be those commissioned prior to the war, 
In all recommendations made you will bear in mind the foliow- 
ing general considerations: (a) Availability of officer from pres- 
ent duty. (b) Recommend only flying officers who you con- 
sider are sare to be retuined in the Regular Army. (c¢) Officers 
shoukl be well grounded in basic military subjects. (d) Should 
have col'ege degree or equivalent education in your estimation, 
(e) Officers should be tactful, of pleasing and forceful per- 
senality, and, in your opinion, well qualified to properly repre- 
sent the Air Service on the faculty of one of our large instita- 








tions. (f) Byreference of officer. (Include university pre 
ferred.) 

4. In the case of each officer recommended, you will state 
briefly the reason for your recommendation, the preference of 
the officer recommended, and a general outline of his qualifica 
tions and experience as noted above. You will submit to this 
—_ the list of officers recommended not later than Aug. 25, 
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AIR SERVICE NOTES 


Air Service Maintenance Funds. 





Commanding officers of all Army Air Service activities 
have been instructed by the Chief of Air Service that 
the Secretary of War has made an apportionment from 
Air Service appropriations to ‘the Quartermaster General 
for the purpose of maintaining buildings and grounds and 
the operation of utilities at Air Service stations. The 
Chief of Air Service calls attention to the fact that 
maintenance is a function of the Q.M. Corps, Construc- 
tion Service, except at McCook Field, Dayton, Ohio, and 
that his office has no power to act upon requests for 
funds or the employment of personnel in matters relat- 
ing to these functions. Such requests are to be made to 
department utilities ofices. Commanding officers desir- 
ing action taken looking toward the construction of new 
buildings or improvements of existing structures are to 
make recommendations to the office of the Chief of Air 
Service through proper channels. The Quartermaster 
General has informed the Chief of Air Service that only 
a smali part of the apportionment from Air Service ap- 
propriations has been set aside for the necessary minor 
improvements at Air Service stations. 

Hangar at San Diego Opposed. 

Secretary of War Baker and Secretary of the Navy 
Daniels, accompanied by Major Gen. Charles T. Menoher, 
chief of Air Service, and Capt. J. J. Craven, director of 
naval aviation, discussed the matter of the coustruction 
of a hangar for rigid dirigibles at North Island, San 
Diego, Calif., on Aug. 23. This location had been ap- 
proved by the Aeronautical Board and disapproved by 
the War Department. It was decided that the matter be 
turned over to the Aeronautical Board for further discus- 
sion and report, as the War Department declined to re- 
cede from its opposition to the erection of the immense 
structure at North Island, which is ground apportioned 
equally between the Army and Navy. 

Navy Aircraft Equipment Tests. 

In connection with experiments of the Bureau of Ord- 
nance, Navy Department, with a gyroscopically stabilized 
bomb sight and an automatic control for aircraft, Carl 
L. Norden has been authorized to make flights. The 
tests are being made at the Anacostia Station, Washing- 
ton, D.C., and Mr. Norden is making the flights at his 
own risk with Anacostia furnishing the airplanes 

All-Metal Seaplanes for U.S. Navy. 

The Navy Department has purchased from J. lL. Lar- 
sen, of New York, three all-metal seaplanes of the Junker 
type, capable of carrying a personnel of six. These 
planes are similar to the machines which recently made 
a transcontinental trip, being fitted with pontons and 
floats. Two Fokker type all-metal seaplanes have also 
been purchased in Holland. All these machines will be 
under study by the Navy’s air experts and the Navy De- 
partment is taking steps to immediately further the con- 
struction in this country of all-metal scaplanes from 
duralumin. The U.S. Army and the Post Office Depart- 
ment have also purchased all-metal aircraft recently. 

National Air Races Planned. 

Two transcontinental national airplane races are being 
planned by the Army Air Service. The first race, from 
New York to San Francisco, will be scheduled for Oct. 
“8 to Nov. 20, inclusive. The second race, New York to 
fos Angeles, will be held in the first three months of 
1921. 

International Balloon Races. 

The national elimination and the international balloon 
races will be held from the White City, Chicago, instead 
of Indianapolis, os originally planned. The change was 
necessitated because of opposition of ‘ocal authorities te 
supplying gas for the balloons. 

Air Training for Officers of Amer.can Republics 

Upon the invitation of The Adjutan: General of the 
Army, acceptances have been received {-om the govern- 
ments of eight American republics to serd army officers 
to aitend the Army Air Service schools at March Field, 
Calif., and Carlstrom Field, Fla., for the course of in- 
struction beginning about Oct. 1. Acceptances have been 
received on behalf of one officer each from Guatemala 
and Paraguay, and two officers each from Cuba, Ven: 
ezuela, Ecuador, Peru, Chile and Bolivia. It is also an- 
nounced that the invitation for two non-commissioned 
officers to attend the Air Service Mechanies’ School at 
Kelly Field, Texas. for the course beginning about Sepé 
1, has been accepted by the Republic of Chile. 


Drops 20,900 Feet With Parachute. 


Lieut. Arthur G. Hamilton, Air Ser., U.S.A., on Aug. 
21, dropped 20,900 feet by parachute at Carlstrom Field, 
Fia., landing safely and establishing what Air Service 
officers asserted was a new world’s record. Lieutenant 
Hamilton carried two .parachutes when he made the 
jump from the machine. the sccond being released as he 
neared the ground, so that his landing might be slowed 
up. 

Atlantic Fleet Torpedoplane Division. 


Activities of the U.S. Atlantic Fleet Torpedoplane 
Division are to include a test of the Navy Martin 
bombing and torpedoplane on a field set apart for this 

urpose at Yorktown, Va. Lieuts. H. J. Brow, G. C. 
Miller and T. N. Thweatt, U.S.N., who have reported te 
the Director of Naval Aviation, have been assigned te 
duty qualifying in these new aircraft. They have been 
making flights in the vicinity of Washington from the 
Navy aviation station at Anacostia, D.C. If the field 
proves satisfactory, operations in torpedo and bomb 
dropping will be begun at Yorktown as soon as hangars 
and other buildings now under construction are available. 
The establishment and maintenance of this base will 
cost approximately $35,000, according to data submitted 
by Lieut. Comdr. Harold ‘T. Bartlett, U.S.N., in charge 
of administration at the Naval Air Station, Pensacola, 
Fla. 

Navy Test of Battleship Bombing. 

A practical test for the purpose of developing whether 
present-day seaplanes and bombing equipment can or 
cannot be successfully used in the bombing of battleships 
has been authorized by the Navy Department. The target 
will be the obsolete battleship Indiana and the duty 
embraced in the test has been assigved to the Naval Air 
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Station at Hampton Roads. A unit of twin-motored 
seaplanes and other material is beimg assembled, and ex- 
pert personnel will be organized and trained to carry out 
the project at the Hampton Roads station. Bombs will be 
dropped from altitudes of several thousand feet. <A 
board headed by Capt. William D. Leahy, U.S.N., Diree- 
tor of Gunnery Exercises and Engineering Performances, 
will observe the results and report on the experiment. 
Army Flying Expedition Homeward Bound. 

The three machines piloted by Lieuts. C. E. Crumrine, 
©. ©. Nutt and Ross C. Kirkpatrick, Air Service, U.S.A., 
forming part of the Army Alaska flying expedition, 
which left Nome on Aug. 25 on their return to their 
starting point, Mitchel Field, Long Island, N.Y., arrived 
at Ruby, Alaska, a distance of 200 miles, on the same 
afternoon. Capt. St. Clair Street, U.S.A., commander of 
the expedition, started also, but was obliged to return 
because of engine trouble. The three machines took off 
again on Aug. 27 and arrived at Fairbanks, 240 miles 
away, that afternoon, having made the flight from Fort 
Gibbon, at the junction of the Yukon and Tanana rivers, 
130 miles distant, in one hour and fourteen minutes. 
The War Department received a message from the three 
oflicers the same day saying that they would remain at 
Fairbanks until joined by Captain Street, who it was 
believed was delayed by adverse weather conditions. 
Captain Street had asked permission from the depart- 
ment to make a flight of the entire squadron from Nome 
to Cape Prince of Wales, Alaska, and thence across 
Behring Sea, a distance of about forty miles, to the 
Siberian coast, returning at once to Nome. The depart- 
ment, however, decided that it would be inadvisable to 
make the proposed flight because of the disturbed polit- 
ical conditions in Russia, and the fear that the object of 
the flight might be misconstrued by the Russians. The 
following message was received by the department from 
Captain Street, dated Fairbanks, Sept. 1: “Ship No. 1 
arrived in Fairbanks O.K. after stopping at Ruby. Total 
time, six hours and twenty-five minutes. Storms and 
general bad weather en route. All ships O.K. Will leave 
for Dawson to-morrow morning.”

ACCIDENT TO THE S-5. 

The U.S. submarine S-5, owing to some accident to 
her machinery became disabled in the Atlantic, fifty-five 
miles east of Cape Henlopen, Va., on Sept. 1, and accord- 
ing to press dispatches had been submerged thirty-five 
hours when the Army transport Gen. George W. Goethals 
discovered her condition and sent out a wireless for de- 
stroyers with gear to help raise the boat. The U.S. 
destroyer Overton, equipped with apparatus to meet any 
emergency, sailed from Philadelphia on the night of 
Sept. 2. The Navy Department on Sept. 3 announced 
that the submarine S-5 and crew have been saved. A 
wireless from the steamer General Goethals sent at 3:34 
a.m., Sept. 3, stated: “All men on submarine now on 
board S.S. Alanthus and the captain came out last. Men 
in pretty bad shape but are recovering. None injured.” 
A later message from the S.S. Alanthus stated: “Sub- 
marine partially flooded while making crash dive, latitude 
38.30 north, longitude 74.02 west. Crew and officers all 
saved. S-5 at an inclination of about sixty degrees down 
by the bow. Now secured to 8.8. Alanthus, being towed 
to Delaware Breakwater. Boat can be salvaged. Crew 
Lieut. Comdr. Charles M. Cooke, jr., U.S.N., and offi- 
cers still aboard.” The submarine 8-5 left Boston, Mass., 
on Aug. 30 for Baltimore, Md., on recruiting service. 
According to the latest Navy list, the S-5 is commanded 
by Lieut. Comdr. C. M. Cooke, jr.; her other officers being 
Lieut. C. L. Jacobson, Lieut. (j.g.) C. F. Grisham, En- 
signs J. B. Longstaff and Gun. R. Holt. She is one of 
the latest type of submarines.

ADMIRAL GOODRICH AS TO DECKER LETTER. 


To THE Eprror oF THE ARMY AND NAVY JOURNAL: 

Not being in the country when Admiral Decker’s let- 
ter to Senator Hale appeared in print, your own com- 
ments thereon have only recently come under my notice. 
I alluded to “The Discipline of the Navy” in your issue 
of July 3. I am not at all sure you are right in holding 
that “the continued controversy and bitter feeling aris 
ing from the Senate’s investigation of the Navy’s con- 
duct of the war has brought about a situation . . . 
utterly subversive of Navy discipline.” The last, I am 
confident, is solid enough to survive such shocks, just as 
it has already survived others of far more insidious na- 
ture. If, in this affair, wrong has been done to either 
side of the “controversy,” the right can only come out 
and be established after the most thorough inquiry, which, 
automatically, will serve as a safety-valve, allowing both 
parties to blow off their surplus steam. ‘The initial ques- 
tion having been actually raised (by whom it is now 
bootless to ask), “pitiless publicity” seems to be the 
sole means of reaching a solution; therefore no mouths 
should be sealed. 

Is it quite fair to Admiral Decker (for whom I hold 
no brief and with whom I have but the slightest ac- 
quaintance) to suggest, as I presume you do, that his 
letter was “an appeal beyond the law to the court of 
public opinion?’ May it not rather be considered as a 
contribution, honestly made, to the investigation already 
begun by Mr. Hale’s committee. You say that “such an 
appeal . . may lead to the disruption of disci- 
pline,” to “the undermining of the spirit of loyalty to 
superiors in command.” In the case of this officer one 
may easily imagine him as burning with indignation at 
blows he believes to have been struck at the Service as 
well as at colleagues whom he esteems most highly and 
was moved thereby, at his own peril, to speak out, not 
through “the channels of regulations,” which, as all 
know, lead too often to a pigeon-hole, but to an au- 
thority which none can challenge, viz.: the Senate of the 
United States. I am not defending him, neither am I 
condemning him; praise and blame are equally without 
my province. His discretion is certainly open to doubt, 
but his moral courage must command admiration in thus 
inking, as he has, his official life in his hands by telling 
it frankly what he felt the committee ought to know. 

In referring to “such appeal” you say that it may 

lead to “the undermining of the spirit of loyalty to su- 
periors in command.” I venture to suggest that there is 
a still higher and nobler loyalty which is quite generally 
ignored. mean loyalty to the Service. Of this Ad- 
miral Decker, if accused, can plead guilty, and who am 
I to blame him? The Navy has never been wholly ruled 
by statutes and regulations. Besides these fundamen- 
tals, and just as valid as are precedents in the adminis- 
tering of law, are its esprit de corps and its traditions 
which give these fundamentals life and dynamic energy, 
otherwise they would be mere words, or as St. Paul hath 
it, sounding brass and a tinkling cymbal. What would 
the Navy amount to if it never went beyond the limits 
of strict literal obedience to formal instructions? A 
body lacking a soul. From this larger loyalty no one 
connected with the Navy can be exempt, least of all a 
person whose association with it is but temporary. The 
greater the latter’s power, the more prudent is a strict 
regard on his part for this quickening spirit. The more 
carefully he studies it, the greater wisdom will he dis- 
play. 
Again, as I have myself observed to former Secretaries 
of the Navy, there is such a thing as “Service Public 
Opinion,” adding that they would do well to consult it 
even if unable or unwilling to accept ‘it for guidance. 
Alas! few Secretaries are aware of its existence, yet it 
is a potent force and always at command for good, never 
for evil. Official propriety, of course, forbids my ex- 
tending the application of this suggestion to the present 
incumbent. 

In closing this communication, already, I fear, much 
too long, I must quote, as showing a lapse from the 
standard of that higher loyalty which I have mentioned, 
a remark of one of our most distinguished officers now, 
like myself, on the retired list. In substance he said: 
“Goodrich, the Navy is simply obsessed with an undue 
idea of subordination, so much so that men are afraid 
to stand up for the Service against the mistaken views 
of a Secretary even when they know that these views 
mean detriment to the Navy.” Without implying for a 
moment that they should disobey a legal order, he thought 
that, at any cost, they should present to their superior 
in clear-cut terms the reasons why a particular course 
undet consideration would be harmful. I may add that 
this officer, when the occasion arose, proved by his acts 
that he, at least, was not afraid. His example, so well 
worthy of imitation, has been more honored in the breach 
than the observance. 

Always have.there been those to enjoy the maximum 
of the Department’s favors. In my day they were called 
“Coburgers.” For the most their permanent resi- 
dence is Washington, hence their exceptional opportuni- 
ties. This advantage will continue to exist until Con- 
gress puts a limit on the total number of years any offi- 
cer may be on duty in the District of Columbia. Ad- 
miral Decker’s insinuations that official grace depends 
upon “bowing down” are not novel except as to extent. 
So far as I can ascertain, “Service public opinion” is 
practically unanimous as to the present potency of “the 
pregnant hinges of the knee.” Does it accord with his 
views? Ask for yourself, Mr. Editor; you will get quick 
and angry answers.

NAVY WINS IN OLYMPIC GAMES. 

The U.S. Navy eight-oared crew covered itself with 
glory in a race on Aug. 29 of the international Olympic 
games at Antwerp, Belgium, when it defeated the crack 
English crew, the Leanders, in the 2,000-meter eight- 
oared event, winning by more than half a length in 6 
min. 5 sees., the Leanders’ time being 6:054-5. The 
Americans crossed the finish line sitting up and fresh, 
while the English cight crossed bent over and utterly 
rowed out. So pleased was Secretary of the Navy Dan- 
icls with the success of the Navy crew that he sent the 
following congratulatory message: - “Please extend my 
licartiest congratulations to the Navy’s boat crew on 
their victory in the great international boat race which 
has given them the world’s amateur championship. This 
victory is a fitting climax to the many victories which 
this crew had won before it left America, and it is a 
great pleasure to know that our confidence in the strength 
of this crew was justified and that this crew’s record 
will serve forever as an inspiration to the young men of 
the Navy to strive for excellency in rowing, in which 
the Navy should always lead the world.” 

There was much betting on the event, the Europeans, 
as a rule, backing the English crew, which was com- 
posed of former Oxford and Cambridge universities men, 
It was by fa> the most spectacular contest of the day, 
and was witnessed by an immense crowd. ‘he Navy 
first_crew, when it sailed for New York, consisted of 
S. K. Trapnell, manager; E. D. Graves, jr., captain; V. 
J. Jacomini, Mdsn. E. P. Moore, D. H. Johnston, A. R. 
Sanborn, W. C. Jordan, S. R. Clark, V. C. Gallegher, jr., 
C. w. King, U.S.N.; and the second crew of Ensigns lL. 
Litchfield, jr., J. C. Reisinger and W. A. Wiedman, 
Mdsn. R. B. Rothwell, W. T. Lee, J. R. Howland, I. B. 
Wanselow, J. T. Renard, L. L. Richardson, E. R. Fraw- 
ley, U.S.N. The names of those who rowed in the win- 
ning crew have not yet been received here. 

In the preliminary heats on Aug. 27 the Navy eight 
qualified easily, defeating the Belgians by four lengths, 
but the English eight won its heat in seven seconds faster 
time than the Americans, due to the fact, no doubt, that 
they were pushed harder by the Swiss eight, the Euro- 
pean champions. On Aug. 28 the Navy crew defeated 
the French eight as it pleased, while England beat Nor- 





way. All the races took place in the canal, which is 
without current and is very nearly a_ straightaway 
course, 


In the semi-finals of the 400-meter free stroke’ swim- 
ming race on Aug. 27 Seaman F. J. Kahele, U.S.N., 
qualified for the finals. In the modern pentathlon final 
on the same day Capts. Robert Sears and Harold M. 
Rayner, U.S.A., finished sixth and eighth, respectively. 
The five events composing the modern pentathlon in- 
clude rapid fire at target with revolver or pistol at 25 
meters range, 300-meters free style swimming, fencing, 
cross-country riding (distance 5,000 meters) and cross 
country running (distance 4,000 meters). In the semi- 
finals of the 200-meter breast stroke swimming event on 
the same day Lieut. M. C. McDermott, U.S.N.R.F., 
failed té qualify. 

King Albert of the Belgians, in the presence of a distin- 
guished company at the stadium on Aug. 30 presented 
the medals and other awards won in the rowing, swims 
ming and other athletic events. Out of about one hun- 
dred awards for athletics the share of the United States 
was forty, won by representatives of the Army and Navy 
or by civilians. The Crown Prince Leopold gave out 
the prizes to those who won second place, and the young 
Prince Charles to those winning third place. The Army 
and Navy athletes are expected to arrive at New York 
about Sept. 18.

The Bureau of Navigation, Navy Department, an 
nounced in a circular letter dated Aug. 26, 1920, that 
“former Reserve officers now serving as enlisted men in 
the permanent service may make application to compete 
in the examination for a commission in the permanent 
service, either in the line or any staff corps as the case 
may be.’” 

Eaaminations for Appointment in the Navy. 

As the time approaehes for the examination of tem 
porary and Reserve officers of the Navy for appointment 
to permanent commisséons applications are on the ine 
crease. Several hundred have been listed for the Supply 
Corps and the proportion of applicants in the Medical 
Corps, Construction Corps, Civil Engineer Corps and 
Chaplain Corps is considered satisfactory. Applications 
for the line are also being received, but these are few as 
yet, as the examination will not be held until May, 1921,

stroyer Flotillas, U.S. Atlantic Fleet, on Sept. 1, 1920, 
was as follows: Capt. W. P. Cronan, commanding squad- 
ron with the U.S.S. Black Hawk as flagship, under Capt.

Health Conditions in the Navy. 

Based on a complement of 121,600 officers and en 
listed men, for the period July 4-31, four weeks, the 
U.S. Navy showed an annual admission rate per one 
thousand for communicable diseases of 209.94. In the 
game period there were forty-six deaths, eighteen of 
which were due to drowning or accident. The annual 
death rate per 1,000, all causes, remained at the low 
figure, 4.91, while the annual rate for diseases oly, was 
2.99. The Marine Corps, with a personnel of 17,31Q 
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shows 313 admissions per one thousand for communicable 
diseases, and twelve deaths, seven of which were acecred- 
ited to drowning or accident, a death rate of 9.01 from all 
causes. 

Eagle Boats on Long Cruise. 

The ten Eagle boats which have been assigned for duty 
with the U.S. Pacific Fleet sailed from New York on 
Aug. 23 for Hampton Roads, Va. These boats are in 
command of Naval Reserve officers and half of their 
crews are Naval Reserve enlisted personnel. Leaving 
Hampton Road, the boats will stop at Charleston, Kings- 
ton, Jamaica, and then Panama, passing through the 
canal, thence to San Diego, to Mare Island. Five of the 
boats are to be sent to Hawaii. The boats spent consid- 
erable time at New York taking on additional ballast. 

Launch of U.S. Navy Vessels. 

Six torpedoboat destroyers and three submarines for 
the U.S. Navy probably will be launched during the next 
three months, as follows: Destroyers No. 229 at Phila- 
delphia Aug. 31; No. 230 at Philadelphia Sept. 14; No. 
241 at Camden, N.J., Aug. 30; No. 242 at Camden, 
N.J., Oct. 5; No. 248 at Camden, N.J., Oct. 20; No. 328 
at San Francisco Aug. 28; Submarines No. 115 and 116 
at Portsmouth, N.H., Navy Yard, Oct. 28; Submarine 
No. 128 at Electric Boat Company, Quincy, Sept. 1. 

Sale of Submarine Chasers. 

It is announced at the Navy Department that the Bu- 
reau of Scpplies and Accounts up to Aug. 10 had: re- 
ceived’ 4,00 inquiries regarding the sale of submarine 
chasers’ now being held by the Navy Department. These 
inquiries are still coming in at the rate of 200 per day. 


Naval Hospital for West. Coast. 


Plans for the naval hospital to be located at. San 
Diego, Calif., and which will serve the nayal aviation 
station at that place as well as other units of the naval 
base, are in the course of preparation in the Bureau of 
Yon and Docks, Navy Department. The hospital will 
comprise a group of six ward buildings, with accommo- 
dations for 600 patients, also the necessary administra- 
tive building, sick officers’ quarters, nurses’ home, etc. 
The Bureau of Medicine and Surgery also has in con- 
templation the establishment at this hospital of a medical 
school which will eventually bring it up to the standard 
of the best medical schools in the United States. 


Portugal Thanks Navy Department. 


Lieut. Comdr. Philemon d’Almeida, naval attaché at 
the Portuguese embassy in Washington, D.C., has pre- 
sented to the Navy Department the thanks of Portugal 
for the courtesy of the Navy Department in permitting 
a recently arrived Portuguese naval officer to take up the 
course of training at the Naval Aviation Training Sta- 
tion, Pensacola, Fla. The thanks of Portugal were also 
extended to the Navy Department for the training at 
this station of Lieuts. M. O. T. Bettencourt and A. 8. 
Motta of the Portuguese navy, both of whom recently re- 
ceived certificates of graduation from the Aviation School 
at Pensacola.
